The interest on the County det, payable in Jaly and 
August, wil amount to about $43,000. 

We have been thus minute in our details respecting 
the County Treasury, in consequence of the general 
anxiety to learn how fer the deficit of Mr. Plankinton 
reached. A communication, made by the Board of 
County Commmoners, throws snil further light on the 
matter. From thie it appears thet Mr. Plankinton, on 
the day of his resignation, owed the County $53,243 19, 
and thet the amount of funds in hie hands, on that day, 
was $11,612 70, partly bankable, and partly uncurrent.

Academy of Science was founded. In the year 1780, | 
the Russian diplomatic agent at Pekin, sent to Peter the 
Great a large collection of Chinese book@ which he had | 
obtained from the Jesuits, of whom there was then a 
very considerable number in the Celestial empire. These | 
books were presented to the Academy of Science, and | 
subsequently, the collection was augmented by fresh | 
supplies of books received fiom China; so thet, es | 
early as the year 794, this academy possessed « 
consisting of 292 works, forming in all 412 volumes, or 
2,800 paper packets.* 

This collection was again enriched by scquisitions 
successively made by the Russian missions at Pekin 
In 1818, when M. M. Kaniensky and Liporteoff, were 
commissioned by M. Ovarofl, the president of the 
academy, and now minister of public education, to 
make out s catalogue, the library was found to consist 
of 2,967 packets, forming 347 works. These treasures 
soon afer received « valuable augmentation by a present 
from the Emperor to the academy, consisting of « con- 
mderable collection of Chinese books. 

This collection, whsch the Emperor purchased fur the 
express purpose of presenting it to the ecademy, be- 
longed to Col. Ladiyensky, the aceredited agent of the 
Russian mission to China. After a residence of severs! 
years in Pekin, Col. Ladijensky returned to St. Peters 
burgh, bringing with him a collection of Chinese books, 
chiefly relating to history, geography, and statistics. 
The work, known by the title of “Tai-Tang Hoe 
Tian,” descriptive of the godernment, laws, geography, 
end statistics of China, and consisting of 30 volumes, 
formed « part of Col, Ladijenshy's collection, which 
was remarkable alike for the intiinsic value of the books, 
end the peculiar beauty of the copies. 

Down to the period here referred to, the library of the 
Academy of Science, however, contained nothing ¢x- 

cunous, of, at least, it possessed nothing so 
very rare as might reasonably have been expected’, con- 
sudering the peculiar advantages for intercourse with 
China which the geographical position of Russia pre- 
sents. As good « library might have been formed by 
any wealthy private individual, and the Ba. Petersburgh 
collection wee in no respect comparable to the collection 
of Chinese books in the Bibliotheque Royale at Paria 
But, in the aterim, between the year 1530 and | ¢ae, 
the St. Petersburgh library received augmentations which 
very conmderably eohanced its importance.
